1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
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appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures.

Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 

specification is objected to for the use of English units in the specification. In order to 
minimize the necessity in the future for converting dimensions given in the English 
system of measurements to the metric system of measurements when using printed 
patents as research and prior art search documents, all patent applicants should use 
the metric (S.I.) units followed by the equivalent English units when describing their 
inventions in the specification of patent applications (see MPEP 608.01 ). Additionally, 
the specification does not conform to the required format as shown above. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The "means of attachment", "means for providing high 
velocity forced airflow" as recited in line 14 does not have support in the specification. 



6. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



Claim Objections 

7. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Line 12 appears to 
recite "(1)" unnecessarily as there are no following numbers. Appropriate correction is 
"required. Furthermore, part (d.) of claim 1 is ambiguous in lines 18 and 19. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The limitation of the claim is indefinite because "consisting" 
has the opposite meaning of "not limited to". Furthermore, there is no support for the 
"means of attachment" in the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

1 0. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

12. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent No. 5,964,420 to Hampton in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,092,526 to Takata. 

Hampton discloses a particulate applicator having a main tube (12) of a length of 
10 inches and a diameter about 4 inches in diameter, a second tube (22) attached to 
the main tube at an acute angle (see column 4 line 57), means for controlling the 
volume of material dispensed (25), means for attachment (see column 4 line 14) to the 
means for providing high velocity air, such that the particles do not pass through the 
blower intake, and such that the particles bypass the impeller blades. Hampton teaches 
an acute angle between the first tube and the main tube. Hampton does not disclose 
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the main tube has a diameter of 8 to 10 inches, that the secondary tube has a diameter 
between one half and two inches, or the angle between the two is specifically 60 
degrees. 

Takata discloses a similar device using a Venturi to dispense solid particles. 
Venturi teaches that that as tube length increases, problems with clogging occur. See 
column 2 lines 2 to 5. Therefore the dimensions of the tube are a result effective 
variable. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the are at the time 
the invention was made to make the main tube have a diameter of 8 to 10 inches, to 
make the secondary tube have a diameter between one half and two inches, and to 
make the angle between the two at 60 degrees, since it has been held that discovering 
an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 4,630,929 to Medlin discloses a material 
dispensing tube that uses air to expel the material.
